I make indexes for books and periodicals. I do other 
things too, but this is my specialty. I am fitted for it by 
education, habits of order, acquaintance with books and skill 
acquired by experience. You know that most books and all 
periodicals should be better indexed than they now are. 

Improvement will come not so much from spending more 
money, as from taking more thought. Let me give you the 
benefit of the thought I have put into the subject. Let me 
make an index and demonstrate that I can do this work better 
for you at no more than present cost.’ My charges are moderate 
(fifty to seventy-five cents an hour). 

I give this work my personal attention and am ambitious 
to excel, and to excel myself. The more work you give me, the 
better work I can do. 

I have recently done indexing for Henry Holt & Company, 
D. Appleton & Company, The Russell Sage Foundation; and work in 
other lines on the Encyclopaedia Britannica and the Century 
Dictionary.
